H oover will not Ignore a single 
cam paign pledge. 
He intends to 
get som ething started during his 
adm inistration on every one 
of 
th e prom ises made. 
This is th e 
consensus 
after 
several days of conferences 
be­ 
tw een congressional leaders and 
th e president-elect. 
The m ajor 
pledges on which a sta rt will be 
m ade at once are as follows: 
F irst: 
Legislation 
to 
deal 
w ith the export surplus of agri- 
ulture. 
Second: 
Revision of the ta r ­ 
iff to protect American industry 
fhat is suffering 
from 
foreign 
com petition. 
T hird: 
A commission to get 
fife facts on the enforcem ent 
of 
the prohibition law. 
H ite Main Issues. 
Looking through all the cam ­ 
paign speeches of Mr. Hoover, it 
will be found th at w hat m ight 
have been considered the p ara­ 
m ount Issues of the presidential 
contest are taken care of in the 
three provisions 
Juat 
outlined. 
Mr. Hoover assured the country 
th a t he would m ake a rigid in­ 
quiry into th e "abuse*” th a t had 
arisen 
in 
prohibition enforce­ 
m ent. 
H e espoused the protec­ 
tive ta riff and said it was 
the 
foundation of American economic 
expansion. 
H e pledged the fa r­ 
m ers th at before th e next harvest 
he would have set up a govern­ 
m ental m achinery for farm re ­ 
lief. 
W ithin th e short space of 
a 
few (in s . air. Hojvaf hue cleared 
th e a ir on th e major 
problems. 
Tbs calling of an extra session In 
April has been restricted to farm 
relief and tariff legislation, 
so 
far as the Initiative of the 
new 
adm inistration Is concerned, but 
it will be difficult 
to 
prevent 
congress from m aking the usual 
num ber 
of 
Investigations 
and 
passing any other laws th a t m ight 
have popular support. 
The effort at the m om ent 
to 
lim it the session to tariff 
and 
farm rsllsf Is ms de merely to re­ 
lieve th e adm inistration of 
re­ 
sponsibility for m aking any rec­ 
om m endation to th e new 
cong­ 
ress beyond those two subjects. 
It does not m ean, of course, th at 
Mr. Hoover 
would 
disapprove 
acts of congress which cam e to 
him for signature on o th er sub­ 
jects. 
Inland Waterways. 
The president-ellct 
la 
rep re­ 
sented aa desiring to go into the 
subject of inland waterway# and 
other cam paign pledges at 
the 
December session 
of 
congress. 
Many of these things will provoke 
controversy and 
probably 
will 
not be acted upon even at 
the 
December session, but Mr. Hoo­ 
ver’s policy Is to m ake a start. 
lf there should be a disposition 
in 1932 to "look at the record," 
Mr. Hoover hopes th at his adm in­ 
istration will have done 
som e­ 
thing on all tb s outstanding ques­ 
tions which w ere touched upon 
in the republican national p lat­ 
form. 
A lthough It is too 
early 
to 
form an estim ate of the effect of 
Mr. H oover’s brief 
visit 
here. 
th ere is reason to believe th a t he 
baa m ade a favorable im pression 
on m em bers of cm gress and that 
his business like vay of tackling 
problem s is effec*,M*. 
The presi­ 
dent-elect has a v'*y direct way 
and although be l» observing the 
Coolidge policy of lie n e e I*1 con­ 
troversies which do not concern 
him or on which he has as yst 
Inadequate inform ation, th ere is 
already an Indication th a t when 
he m akes up his mind, he Is posi­ 
tive and em phatic. 
Bees Many Callers. 
The president-elect has 
been 
seeing it maximum num ber 
of 
callers every day and seem s 
to 
relish his new 
contacts. 
His 
m ost delicate Job, of course, 
is 
•electing a cabinet. 
Once this 
is out of the way he still will be 
under pressure w ith respect 
to 
o ther 
im portant 
appointm ents, 
but to a large extent, be hopes 
to leave this to departm ent heads 
to handle.

Bank last December flourishing a 
pistol 
and 
dem anding 
$50,000, 
was adjudged insane in district 
court and com m itted to the state 
asylum today. 
BoetlUa shot and wounded a 
policeman who entered the bank 
during th e attem pted robbery but 
was arrested by two detectives as 
he left the building. 
Three physicians who examined 
BoetlUa reported he was suffering 
from 
“dem entia 
praecox 
with 
hom icidal tendencies.”

S. II. Haskew, 68. of Portales, 
N. M., father of the 
dead 
girl, 
signed the complaints against the 
two women. 
Bonds were fixed at 
$3,000 each. 
Haskew’s daughter was one of 
six girls who ran away from tho 
home and was placed on a diet of 
bread and water and given an in­ 


jection of ’’twilight sleep” after 
their recapture last Friday. 
She 
died at the homo Sunday after­ 
noon. 
Appoint New Board. 
“I am sure that Helen’s death 
came from unnatural carnies,” Has- 
kew said. ’’There is cruelty at that 
home, inhumane cruelty, that’s the 
way I get it.” 
Miss Lips and Dr. Friable said 
‘‘twilight sleep” was given th# girls 
as a sedative to quiet them when 
they became unruly. They contend 
Miss Haskew died from natural 
cause# although the coroner’s ver­ 
dict was that death resulted from 
tho “twilight sleep” Injection, cou­ 
pled with lack of water in the 
girl’s body. 
Governor R. C. Dillon today ap­ 
pointed a new hoard to supervise 
tho home.

(d) A tax of $20 on the boof 
for the humorist that, when you

about a quart of good pre-war 
liquor and go to 
bed." 
This 
should ought to raise money at 
an alarmful rate. 
(e) A tax of twenty percentum 
of the gross rec {pets of all lectur­ 
ers. preachers and actors, singers 
and radio announcers that think 
the nose is an organ of speech. 
If this levy was collected in the 


months of January and Septem­ 
ber, no other tax would be need­ 
fully necessary. 
(f) A tax of whatever the traf­ 
fic will bear on all persons that 
think they can sit back of first 
base and call balls and strikes 
for the umpire; and can sit in the 
top of the stands and point out 
all the penalties for the football 
officials. 
I would exempt 
the 
side line referees at 
basketball 
games because I 
never 
attend 
basketball games unless I have to 
and then I am so bored that rav­ 
ing maniac or two In the crowd 
helps keep me awake. 
(g) A tax of a schilling a pint 
by volume on the cubicle contents 
of derby hats which are

suggestion for a way to Increase 
tax revenues. 
If this had been 
in effect In Michigan during

make it a fourth felony under the 
criminal code, plus a fine of $10. 
or both such fine and felony 
in 
the dispepsla of the court,

I huve knew a

taxes that people call "tempor 
ary” to get onto the law books. 
I have never knew one to be took 
off without and unless there was 
at lease two to take its place.

In th e United States th e re are 
48 states w ith 48 different laws 
regulating the practice of m edi­ 
cine. 
At one tim e th ere were 
more 
medical colleges in our country 
th an in all of the other countries 
combined. 
Conditions have Improved, so 
th a t today some of 
our 
states 
have laws which would be a p ro ­ 
tection to th e public ag ain st in ­ 
com petent and irresponsible doc­ 
tors. if the laws a re properly en ­ 
forced. 
Moreover, practically all of th e 
low grade quack medical colleges 
have been abolished, and th e vast 
m ajority of those tu rn in g o u t doc­ 
tors of medicine today g rad u ate 
a high-class product. T he period 
has been one of evolution. 
U nquestionably there are men 
In practice in m any states 
today 
whose grade of com petence is not 
up to the 
average. 
Com petence 
itself is not. however, 
th e 
only 
criterion, since a patient m ight 
be safer w ith a doctor relatively 
less com petent w hom 
he 
could 
tru s t implicitly aa a m an of r e ­ 
pute. 
One of th e greatest life in su r­ 
ance com panies of th e country has 
recently issued to all of Its policy 
holders a sta te m en t u n d er the ti­ 
tle, "Y our F riend 
the 
Doctor.” 
It suggests th e 
following 
q u es­ 
tions to be 
considered 
in 
th e 
choice of a physician: 
1— Is he liked an d tru ste d by 
th e kind of people whose opinion 
you respect? 
2— Is he a g rad u a te of a rec­ 
ognized medical school th a t r e ­ 
quires at least four years of th o r­ 
ough training? 
3— Has he had broad practical 
experience o r train in g in a first- 
class hospital, or both? 
4— Does he keep in touch w ith 


the m ost recent scientific discov­ 
eries?

Brennan, president of the board 
of trustees of the Escanaba ll* 
brary, appeared in the December 
number of the Michigan Library 
Bulletin.)

"That nothing new was said, or else 
Something so said, 'twas nothing.” 
• 
• 
* 
To you librarians and others in­ 
terested, the above couplet may 
sum up the following pages: there 
may be nothing new, just a scrappy 
collection of data and a grouping 
of faf*ls, but underneath it all the 
hope that you lhay feel the appreci­ 
ation of the work you are doing 
by one looking on from a trustee’s 
standpoint. 
Your part in human­ 
ity’s betterment has a two-fold pur­ 
pose—’hat of teacher and mission­ 
ary. You are building in our public 
libraries temples of happiness and 
wisdom common to all. 
No other 
institution is so wide in its scope— 
so universal in its appeal and so 
near to every one of us; so invit­ 
ing to young and old; so fit to 
teach without arrogance the ignor­ 
ant, and without 
faltering, 
the 
wisest. You librarians hold a wield­ 
ing power in a community and can 
do much to make the public library 
the center of activities that pro­ 
duce social efficiency. 
No educa­ 
tional institution 
exerts a 
more 
stimulating influence 
for 
knowl­ 
edge—in the mere contact with 
hooks there is a message; and sug­ 
gestion in a title page, and con­ 
stant handing of books sharpens 
one’s intuition. 
With a literary 
store house at one’s elbow, how can 
any citizen help feeling a greater 
personal interest in such a friendly 
place. 
I suppose book lovers are 
entimentalists. 
Robert Bell, the 
[ itriot printer, who omened a cir- 
< whiting library in connection with 
b’s book store about the ft me of 
the Revolution, held to that opin­ 
ion. and boldly printed the state­ 
ment on his book label. 
What a 
democracy is created by books— 
people from all walks of life fre­ 
quent 
our 
public 
libraries. 
“Of 
making many books there is no 
end” and the beginning of this 
process dates as far back as the 
records of civilization. 
As early 
as 3800 B. C. Sargon I the Semitic 
ruler of Aread founded a library. 
The name of the keeper was Ibni- 
s.imv 
L ib rates existed in the 
chief cities of Babylonia, their con­ 
tents or copies, afterwards gather­ 
ed to form the great Assyrian Bi­ 
liary. 
Ancient Egypt had an im- 
mepse literature and over the door 
of 'the Library of Rameses I was 
the injrription—Dispensary of the 
Soul. 
So down through the ages 
we And Hebrews. Persians. Greeks, 
and Homans having libraries—those 
of ancient Rome derived from the 
spoils of war. 
Julius Caesar's fa­ 
vorite project was to establish a 
groat public library but he was 
killed before carrying hie design 
Into execution—so Octavius Caesar 
founded two libraries. 
In England, 
public libraries began in the seven­ 
teenth century. 
France was re­ 
markable for its provincial libra­ 
ries. 
In Dublin tho library of Trin­ 
ity College and the National Li­ 
brary’ 
Ireland were located. 
R u s ­ 


h ' s and Germany established Ane 
libraries, and in Italy are to be 
found a number of richly furnished 
one 
but all yield in interest to the 
Vatican Library in Rome. 
The libraries of the thirteenth 
century were of surpassing interest 
because of their rules and manage­ 
ment. for little as it might be ex­ 
pected. this century anticipated in 
theae matters many of our modern 
library regulations. 
The bookmen 
of that time not only made beauti­ 
ful books but made every provision 
to secure their free circulation and 
make them available to as many 
people as was 
consonant 
with 
proper care of tile books, as the 
true purpose* of libraries. 
There 
is perhaps nothing more amusing 
in the attitude of modem genera­ 
tions with regard to the Middle 
Ages than the assumption that ail 
methods of education and of the 
distribution of 
knowledge 
worth 
talkin! about are the inventions of 


comparatively modern times. 
The 
fact that libraries were a creation 
of that time, and that regulations 
for the circulation of books were 
also adopted is commonly ignored, 
though it is a bit of knowledge that 
cannot help but increase our sym­ 
pathy with those 
bookmen 
who 
thought so much of their books 
yet wished to share 
them 
with 
others. 
We are also apt to think 
training of librarians very modern. 
This was in force seven centuries 
ago. Some of the regulations have 
an interest all their own from the 
the evact care required ail their 
own from the exact care required 
in regard to books. 
The Sorbonne, 
for instance InAicted a Ane upon 
anyone who neglected 
to 
close 
large volumes 
after 
using them. 
Librarians, 
nowadays, 
might 
be 
glad of such a rule. 
Many of their 
regulations are interesting and at 
t ;mes amusing, showing the spirit 
of the times. 
America lays claim to the mod 
em library idea. 
In the UftiieU 
States we And church or parish 
libraries in the colonies and the 
accumulation of books has gone on 
every rapidly since the close of the 
Civil War. 
Every 
state 
in the 
Union now has its libraries and the 
American public has come to con­ 
sider them as an essential part ol 
its system of public education—the 
only formal educational influence 
exerted all through life. The close 
realtionship between schools and 
libraries has always been empha­ 
sized. 
There is. as you know, a 
difference of op’nion as to whether 
school library service should be 
under public school or public libra­ 
ry supervision, and the jpatter Is 
far from being settled. 
The facilities in tile modern li­ 
brary 
have 
multiplied 
in 
late 
years—the lending of books for 
home use, free access to selves, 
cheerful and homelike buildings, 
rooms for children, co-operation 
with schools and clubs, inter-libra­ 
ry loans, more useful catalogs and 
lists, extension of branch library 
systems and traveling libraries, co­ 
ordination of work through lectures 
aud exhibits—all theoe activities 
distinguish 
the 
modern 
library 
from its more passive predecessor. 
The story of the growth in,, the 
United States alone fills volumes. 
In 1926, the Americ an Library As­ 
sociation celebrated its fiftieth an­ 
niversary' 
of 
organization — this 
event marks symptomatic and con­ 
sistent development of the idea of 
book service. 
Where a public library' is owned 
by a city or town it is generally 
managed by a board of trustees. 
Much is to be said in favor of a 
small board—more easily convened 
and less unwieldy than a larger 
one. 
These trustees are supposed 
to be chosen for their public spirit­ 
edness and interest in education. 
They should be interested enough 
to be willing to work for the libra­ 
ry and try to attend the meetings. 
A trustee who is not faithful in 
attending board meetings is an im- 
postion on both the public and the 
librarian. He would be a far better 
citizen if he would 
resign 
aud 
make room for an active trustee 
who would have the interest of the 
library at heart. 
We expect our 
librarians 
to 
faithfully 
perform 
thfdr duties and they in turn are 
entitled to co-operation of library 
trustees. 
In Escanaba there are eight trus 
tees. appointed by our Commission 
Council for a term of four years— 
two members “going off” at one 
time. 
The librarian is secretary 
of the board and the arrangement 
Is most agreeable. 
Every com­ 
munity has its own characteristics 
and personality, something which 
has been called “community mind.” 
By comparing one town with an­ 
other, one notices differences, not 
alone physically, but in tile very 
spirit and temper. 
However, hu­ 
man nature is about the same all 
over and the public is always will­ 
ing to give adequate support for 
services rendered if enough senti­ 
ment is aroused. 
A library board 
should concern itself generally with 
results—seldom with methods. Hav­ 
ing selected a competent librarian, 


who stands to the board in the re­ 
lation of executive officer and ex­ 
pert adviser, it leaves her free to 
carry out the policy of the library 
in whatever way may seem to her, 
best. 
The measure of control ex­ 
ercised over a librarian is naturally 
less the more confidence reposed in 
the executive officer—one of the 
Aret requisites of a board of trus- 
teee is to place the librarian In full 
management of the library. 
Some 
will say the primary function of 
trustees should be to supervise ex­ 
penditures. 
True, 
we 
represent 
the public in the proper care of 
funds but we depend upon the li­ 
brarian to spend within the budget 
and thus secure for 
the 
public 
greatest benefits and thus secure 
for the public 
greatest 
benefits 
from the expenditures. 
. 
The combination of dutiee of Ii- 
bari&n and trustees makes the suc­ 
cessful library. 
The trustees must 
have confidence in the competency 
of the librarian that a business 
man has in the employee whom he 
entrusts with the carrying on ot 
his business. 
The boacd must re­ 
spect the suggestions of the libra­ 
rian. because he or she is in direct 
contact at all times with the ll- 
brary’edneeds. 
This is especially 
true in the selection 
of 
books. 
Training and 
experience 
give a 
knowledge of the hooka that should 
be in the library. ’ Most of our 
trustees are men and women who 
have had little experience in that 
line and are therefore 
unfit 
to 
make proper selections. The super 
vision of the library fore# should 
not lie interfered with by the trus­ 
tees. Gleaned from different sources 
arc 
recOfhmendatlons 
to library 
trustees: 
Employ a well-trained librarian 
and one in whom you have full con 
fldence. 
* Confine board meetings to hear 
ing reports, to debating ways and 
means, and determining policies. 
Empower the-librarian to make 
recommendations regarding books, 
to be purchased, and assistants to 
be employed, etc. 
If exceptions are taken to thb 
recommendations see that you are 
able to give convincing reasons 
Trust your librarian to keep the 
board informed on the best library 
practice and prdfcedure. 
Refer persons seeking favors or 
making complaints to the librarian 
Remember, that as an individual 
you have no more authority in ll 
brary matters than any other citi 
zen: therefore, do not encourage 
library assistants to bring their 
troubles to you. but refer them to 
the 
librarian—lf necessary 
they 
may be discussed afterwards in 
board meeting. 
Read a Library journal occasion­ 
ally—if possible, subscribe for one 
—you will be a better informed 
trustee a* a result. 
In conclusion allow me to quote 
from 
James 
Freeman 
Clarke: 
"When I consider what some books 
have done for the world, and what 
they are doing, how they keep up 
our hope, awaken new courage and 
faith, soothe pain, give an Ideal life 
to those whose hours are cold and
